The Department of Transportation recommends the California Transportation Commission approve the
following resolution, in accordance with the attached vote list, for two projects funded from Proposition
116 Non-Urban Counties Program funds.

FINANCIAL RESOLUTION
Resolved That:

1.1 WHEREAS the electorate enacted both Proposition 108, the Passenger Rail and Clean Air Bond
Act of 1990, and Proposition 116, the Clean Air and Transportation Improvement Bond Act of
1990 in the June, 1990, authorizing the sale of general obligation rail bonds for rail transit
purposes; and

1.2 WHEREAS on January 28, 1997, the California Transportation Commission (Commission)
approved Resolution BFP-96-23, which allocated a total of $100,000 to the San Luis Obispo
Council of Governments for the Pacific Coast Bike Route project, and

1.3 WHEREAS the Pacific Coast Bike Route project has been completed at a cost of $24,613, a
savings of $75,387, as stated in Resolution PA-99-16; and

1.4 WHEREAS the difference realized from the Pacific Coast Bike Route project has aready been
reprogrammed to the Morro Bay High School bike route project under Resolution PA-99-16.

2.1 NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Commission hereby approves the Proposition
116 Program allocation amendment, Resolution BFA-00-04, amending Resolution BFP-96-23 by
reducing the origina alocation amount of $100,000 by $75,387, for a new total of $24,613.
